Caufes are either Internal, as Preternatural Laxity of the Liga- 
ments, or by Humors getting by degrees into the Cavity, and 
thrufts out the Bone-Head as in the Hip. . 

External are Falls, Blows, violent Extenfion and Motion. It 
may alfo happenin Birth ;_ as, alfo Fractures : both which I have 
curd. 

Progn, "Tis eafie in: Children and tender Bodies; yet harder to 
be keptin. °*Tis hard in others, as alfo if therewith be Pain, In- 
flammations, Wounds, Convulfions. Thofe of the Head are mor- 
tal. “OF the Vertebra’s dangerous; if inveterate, hard to. cure, 
Thofé from an inward Caufe, are of flower Cure, and eafily 
return, 

Cure. The Bones fore’d out, mmuft be putin their places the fame 
way they were forced ont. 

Thofe fou Manual Operations ufed in- Fractures, as Extenfien, 
&c. are ufeful here. Some advife to bathe the part firft with 
Water.

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Differ. may be many : as fome taken from their quantity , as 
great, little, mean. Othersfrom their quality, as hot; cold: Some 
from their fubftance, as foft, hard; others.from their Symptoms, as 
from Colour, “and Pain: hence white, black, red,. paintul , from 
the part affected, as Opbrhalmia, Pleurites, Peripnewm. 8c. and from 
the matter, fo Sanguincous, Bilious, Phlegmatick, and Melancholy 
Tumors; to which are referred watery and windy. Some are. 
Simple, others Compound. 

Stens are belt explained in particular Tumors. 

Caufes efficient are either Fluxion or Congeltion » the Caufe of 
the firft being external; as Falls, Blows, external Heat, too great 
Motion, ¢c. Internals, as Pain, fiperabundant Thinnefs, Acrimo- 
ny of Humors, &c. The fecond is either when the Natural Heat 
et the pare being diminifhed, the good Humors are ill concosed; 
or the vicious are not fufficiently evacuated. This comes: by de- 
gtees, the other more fuddenly. They alfo may be from Tran 
miffion, either from the whole Body, or fome part which is under 
Fluxion ; the material Caufes are the Humors. 

The times of curable Tumors. are, 1. Beginning, when the parts 
begin to fwell. 2. Increafe, when {welling pain and other Symp- 
toms are augmented. 3. State, wherein they ftand at aftay. 4. De- 
clination, when all Symptoms are leflened. 

Progn. ‘Tumors from Flegm and Melancholy are hard. to cure. 
Thofe from corrupt Blood or Bile, that feize the internal parts, 
that appears about great Veffels, Joynts, Nerves, Membranes and 
noble Parts, are of great bignefs, and in ill-habited Bodies are dan- 


gerous. The contrary are of more eafie Cure. ‘They énd four

thew. 2. Suppuration, in which Pain and Beatings are increafed 


3. Induration, which the too oft. and immoderate 
ufe of repelling and difcufling Medicines have caufed.

Cure. 1. By hindering any further Flux to.the part (of the Cau- 
tes of Plethora, and ill-habit, that procures Fluxion. See lffitutious.)

In removing-what’s already ga- 
thered in the part: which is performed, ‘1. By afrimgent and repel- 
ling Medicines, wiz. when ’tis thin, and fticks not too firmly to 
the part.

formed in. particular ‘Tumors. 

An Ab/cef is a collection of matter, that cannot be diffipated '; 
but is fupparated by Nature or Art. If the firft do it not, add 
Art, anditay till ic open of it elf; unlefS, 1.. The matter be very 
fharp or malign, on which happens a Corrofion of the vicine parts, 
and 2 corruption of the Nerves, Tendons and Bones. 2. When it 
may affect a more noble part.. 3. When it lies in the loynts. 
4. When caft out by Crifis. 

Before you open, confider, whether the. matter. be in a proper 
Tunicle or not: If not, make your Apertion in aright line, ob- 
ferving the Fibres of the Mufcles: E.G. If in the Head,according 
to the pofition of the Hair, Jength-ways ; on te Eye-tid, traniverte. 
Onthe Temples, Nofe, Neck, Breaft, Arms, Feet, long-ways : fo in 
the midft of the Belly ; but on the fides fomewhat oblique ; in the 
Groins tranfverfe, but not very cleep, by reafon of the Seed-Vet- 
fels. | 
Generally beware of touching any great Veins, Arteries or Nerves. 
For here ’tis better to cut the Fibres crofs, than by hurting the 
Veflels, procure a greater ill. 

The bef place to. open in, is that which is moft raifed and foft : 
if poffible, let irbe in the molt depending part. 

When opened, with Tents keep the place {o long open, till the 
Preternatural Humors are difcharg’d, and the part return to its 
former fun@ion.

‘This well done,-remove with your 
Fingers the Bag, which feldom or never {ticks to the Skin, “Cut 
off the little Artery by which ’tis fed and have acare that the 
leaft particle of the Bag for j her ag S 
inftead of the Lancet, ec. rather advite a Potential Cautery. ‘This 
nay gratifie the timorous, and may be fo order’d as not. to be very 
painful, For which fee Fontinels. But it hath thefe Incenvemiences. 
th tender Bodies ic may eat too cecp, in others norwithitanding 
the beft care, may {pread. It muft be fome hours in doing, un- 
lefS dreadfully painful by its extream corrofivene!s ; and after all,

Caufes are either Blood alone, or it mixt with other Humors;-as 


before. - The Blood may be faulty being hindred in its Circulation, 
when either ftopt in its Veffels,

of the Body, or out of the Body.» Its ftanding ftill, may be either 
from great Plethora, as to the Veffels, or by ftraitnefs, the Veffels 
being either comprefled or obftruéed : Prefled by- hard Tumors, 
or Ligatures ; Obftruted cither by the Blood or Flegm coagulated 
in them, from the great coldnefs of the Air or Water, or fuch Me-

Ifinternal in great Joints, or Veiiels ; alfo in Eyes, 
Jaws, Penzs, or Vulva, tis dangerous. 

Cure. Let Diet be very {pare and cooling ; forbear motion of the 
body, efpecially of the affected part, V..S..as foon-as may be. 

If the Tumor be in-the upper parts,-.on the Arm ;. if in the low- 
er, the Legs or Feet. If V. S. cannot-be born, ufe Leeches, Scari- 
fications. If it proceed from Evacuations f{topt, procure them. 
Purge oft, to remove Acrimony and ill Humors with Cologogous. 
Sweating is thought excellent, with thofe mixtures: you. have.in 
Pleurifies, which alfo ferve for Inflammation of the Lungs: In the 
interim, ufe firft Revulfion, to call the Humor from the affected 
part ; fuppofed beft done by “SS. Secondly, Repel, if the-Hu- 
mor be thin and fuperficiallydeated.. Yet of this beware, 1. When 
Flumors are Malign or Critical: 2. If the body be Plethoric, or 
Cacochymic.

He Py is a begut: Mortification of the foft parts of the Body ; 
ufually following a great or ill cured Inflammation. ‘The /e- 
cond is Called Nicrofis, fideratio, which is a perfect Mortification of 
foft and hard parts. In the firft they begin but to die, the fenfe 
mot being perfectly abolifhed ; the part being fommewhat reddifh,. 
and ftinks not much. 

Signs of this vary according to the Caufes. 

_ Tf from Cold, there’s great pricking pain in the part affected : 
firft *tis red, then pale ; after black: the natural heat of the part 
is by degrees.extinét, and there happen fhakings, not much unlike 
that in Quartane Agues. : 

If from External heat, or ftoppage of the pores; the rednefs is. 
changed into white, then into black, Pulfation and pain ceafeth ; 
the Senfe is leflened; and at laft there appear fome Puftles, from. 
whence iflues a gleeting Humor. ) | 

If from defect of Aliment ; there’s neither pain, Inflanamation or 
Tumor: the Body waxeth cold, and for moft part it feizeth the 
Joynts. 

If from Venomous Creatures, or Venomous Humors, there’s great 
pain, always a Fever joyned, oft fainting, and Deliriwms ; here 
arifeth a Puftle, under which appears a black fpot, {preading it felf 
over the whole part. 

If from the Scurvy, it for the moft part begins. at the’Toes, or 
thews it felf outwardly, with blackith fpots or lines, which degene- 
rate into a dry Cruft, on which follows a: numbnefs of the part, 
and at length a Mortification, without ftink, fometinies without 
pain. Other times ’tis very great : efpecially in thofe given to. 
paffion or fadnefs. |

The Hands and Feet being 
itor’d with them, they feldom efcape; efpecially, if the Wound 
be tranfverfe. 

Signs are, great pain, that procures Beating, Inflammation, Con- 
vulfion, Delirium, Syncope, and. unlefs the Neryes be wholly tranf- 
verfly divided, and.then the Symptoms are not fo grievous, and 
thofe of the Tendons are lefS than thofe of the Nerves. 

Progn. Thefe are more hard to cure, than thofe of the flefhy 
parts. They are dangerous, do eafily putrifie, yet a puncture 
more dangerous, than.an Incifion ; and thofe of the Tendons, lefs 
than thofe of the Nerves; Convulfions in thenr are ufually mor- 
tal. 

Cure. Purging, and. S. are fit. Repeat the firft, efpecially if 
the Body be impure. Pain is to be eas‘. as toon as poffible ; here 
cold and moift things, whether Air or Medicines, are hurtful. The 
laft moderately hot, dry, and void of fharpnefs, is belt. Keep the 
Wound open, to give free vent to the matter, which if kept in, in- 
creafeth pain, and procures Putrefaétion of the Nerves; which if 
fo, that corrupt is tobe remov’d, either by Incifion, or actual Cau 
tery.

1. A Dead-Birth, and that alive may be: put together; we ‘begin 
with the Latter.. “Tis true, ’tis the Midwifes imployment; yep 
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being it may fall out to be the Chirurgion’s work, take what comes 
after. 

To fet down foregoing Signs of Travail, is needlefs. The time 
being come, fhe is ‘to be put into a Pofture. Some put them toa 
Stool, made on purpofe, little in ufé now. Others put them on 
their Knees, others caufé them to lean on Womens Shoulders, o- 
thers fit on Womens Laps, others lye on a Bed or Pallat ; in which 
polture I have brought forth both dead and alive, as alfo in moft 
of the poftures before. Let her not labour too:much, till ftrong 
pains come, and then let her refolve on Patience, and not ftir in 
time of her Travail.

The two laft may 
perhaps be much queftion’d ; but to refolve, I thall briefly préfent 
ai Obfervation or two. 

For the Fir, being commanded by the Lady Dowager Brook to 
wait on her to London, to take the confult of Phyficians, in the 
way before’ we came to Toffiter, we met with the Tydings of that 
fatal Fire of London, which caufed her Honour to:refolve for Hack- 
ney.

free circulation of the’ Blood, and paflage of the Humors to the 
Flefhy parts; prevents or removes Scabs, Itch, Tumors, Cramps, 
cold pains in divers parts, difcuffes Winds and -Crudities, and mol- 
lifies and hardens as ’tis ufed. 

2. Baths are uled either to the whole Body, or its parts 3 they 
are either natural or Artificial. Before their ufe, prepare the Bo- 
dy by purging.

They are to beufed in the Morfiing, and at four in 
the Afternoon. The firft day flay in half.an hour; the next an 
hour or two ; toftay too long is not good, or if too immoderately 
ufed, for they dry and weaken the Body. Go notin on a-full 
Stomach, and be fure you dry your Head well. They operate 
according to their qualities, which are hot and cold : and fo they 
eafe pain, refolve, bind, loofe, open the’ Pores, reftrain, make 
thin, evacuate, cleanie, heat, cool, dry,and moiften; are alo good 
to procure health, and cure Difeafes, 

The Natural Baths in this Nation, are generally, or have been 
fuppofed'to be trom: Sulphur. Thofe at Bath are moft of ufé, which 
are thought to participate of Iron, and are now in ule to be drank 
to good advantage in many Difeafes; put into that fame by the 
Right Honourable, Robert Lord Brooks. ‘They heat and mollifie the 
Nerves, and fo good in Palfies, Joynts incurvated, or too much

‘They are ‘Tumors arifing 
from corrupt Blood, mixt with black Bile, and fale Humors, 
fometimes Flegm, vexing the party with diftemper and exulcera- 
tion. Some are Sympt matical, which molt agree tothe definition. 


Others Critical, which break forth after Acute or Chronick Difea- 


fes. They are fometimes moift, dry, {preading, eating, crufty,, 
malign. 

Their differences are of fo little confideration, that’tis not diffi- 
cult to proceed aright in particulars. 

Diet, is to be Meat boy!d, ufe often Purging, Sweating Vomit- 
ing, V.S. Scarifick: Leeches, Natural and Artificial Baths; alfo: 
cooling and drying Medicines, and thefe that temper the Bloods: 
fharpnefs, and reduce the Liver to a right temper. 

Externals are Lotions, Unguents, @&c. ‘The Juice of Crabs. 
mix’d with Yeaft, is excellent in Scabs, ign Sacer @ inflam. 
Thofe moift, out of which much Sanies and Bloody matter iffues, 
are more eafily cured than the dry.

Cuffom tells us, that thofe large Puftles, like to Warts, on the 
top of the Skin, and parts that hold proportion therewith, with 
inflammation, by reafon of a peculiar Effervefcency of Blood and 
its Ebulition, from.the expulfive faculty, wich a continual Fever 
are called the Small-Pox. To thefe,, fome refer a kind of Puftle 
‘common to Children,, being like the former in fafthion and 
fize, white, without Inflammation, and ufually without 
Fever, filled with -a fhining wheyith Humor, which in three 
days break and dry up, and ufually procure no “ane 
Ses . Thete 
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Thefe they call Cryftals, but Country people call them Swine- 
Pox, Hen-Pox, @c. Men are fubject to thefe. ‘Thofe little 
Puftles in the Skin, with a deep rednéfs, difcuifed in five or fix 
days without. fuppuration, beft perceived by feeling, are called 
Meafles ; with thefé is alfo a Fever, and are caufed as before.. Te 
thefe fome refer Tubercula, little rifings, not thick together, with 
lictle moifture in them, being without Fever, and foon cured. 
Rubesla, {mall red Pimples among the Smali-Pox and Meafles, 
which fometimes happen to perfons in health. 

Roffalia, red fiery {pots, which break out at the beginning of 
Difeafes all over the Body, as if it were a {mall Ery/fpelas, though 
the Tumor is hardly difcernable. They fometimes break not 
forth till the fourth or fifth day: in the progrefs of the Difeafe, 
they poffefs the whole Body, fo that it looks as if ic were all ona 
red fire, which colour is again changed into {pots as at the begin- 
ning, which vanifth upon the feventh or eighth day, the Cuticula 
falling off in Scales or greatFleaks.The firft and laft of thefe were in 
Warwick atthe writing hereof; the laft going under the name of 
the Scarlet Fever.

ons, and fuch as are fick of Malign Fevers.. In the firft there’s ro 
remedy.

Secondly, trom the pravity of Humors, which eat -and corrode 
the Roots of the Hairs ; in which café Univerfals premifed, things 
moderately difcuffing, are to be ufed. Labdanum is to be mixt 
with fit Unguents. . 

Thirdly, trom the-rarity of the Skin, for which, ufe things thick- 
ning of the Skin, as-O/.

The fide-parts are the 
Zemples, which are between the Eyes. and Ears. That without 
Hair is the Face. 

The Head, is.to. be of mean fize; Spherical,. yet. longifh, anda 
little depreft about the Temples. 

The Hair furnifheth moft part, being from fuperfluous moifture. 
They are of various Colour, and may afford figns to know the 
Temperament, manners, éc. Its common containing parts are 
the Cuticula, Skin, Fat,. Flefhy Membrane. The proper are the 
Mutcles, Pericranium, Perioffeum, Scull, Dura G» Pia Mater: OF 
the Scull ahd Mufcles. elfewhere. | 

Lhe Pericranium encompafieth the Scull, rifeth from the Dura and. 
Pia Mater, pafling through the Sutures in Children ; it holds faft the 
Mutcles that arife from the Scull. °Tis of exquifite fenfe, as is al- 
{0 Periofteum, which is very thin, and nervops; under it are the 
Branches, under which is the Dura. Mater, which. is rougher on 
the out-fide than. within; united unto the Sutures, eucompafling 


the Brain, full of Veins, rather Arteries, produced from the Rete ; . 


being drawn. out from beneath:upward, as far. as the Chanel. of 
the Mdeninx ; where they unload their Blood. It hath four Pipes, 
two of which are Lateral, arifing from the Bafis of the Occiput, 
running along the Lambdoid Suture, to receive the Blood from the: 
Jugular and-Neck Veins, thae: by them the Blood may reflux to 
the Heart. Thefe united, beget the longeft.Pipe, which leaning 
on the Fa/x, runs along the Head to the Lorcular ; this-opened,, 
the Nofe Bleeds ; though others think’ it-is Arterial Blood that 


flows: 
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flows from the Nofe. .Where the former meet together, is the 
fourth or fhorteft, goinginwardly between the Brain, ‘and is carri- 
ed direfly to the Nates*t Glandula Pineal. ‘They are all full of 
Blood. ‘This Membrane divides the Brain to the Middle, .by Cor- 
pus Callofum, and is called the Sickle, or Falx, which being doubled 
on both fides, feparates the Brain from the after-Brain. 

Pia mater is more fenfible, and hath more Arteries than Dura-; 
tis thin and foft, invefting the whole Brain, -entring its windings 
every where ; alfo the after-Brain and Marrow. 3 

The Brain is divided into the’Brain, the Cerebellum and S pinal 
‘Marrow. The Brain is foft, of an Afhy-Colour. It receives feye- 
ral Branches from the Carotid Arteries, and is deftitute both of 
Nerves. and Senfe. -It hath many windings and turnings, which 
fold in deeply, efpecially thofe in the fore-part of the Head, where 
the great Fiflure divides the Brain outwardly even to the Marrow. 
{n this you have: the Corpus Callofum, the Septum Lucidum, the For- 
nix, Medulla, glandula Pineal, Kc. 

The Cerebellum is more of an Ath-colour than white, -receives Ar- 
teries from the Cervical, and the former ; yet there-are fewer 
Branches than in the Brain, being lefs. It hath no windings, but 
is made up as it were of thin Plates, lying one on another : in this 
you-have the Funnel, -wherein are four Pipes, dropping wheyifh 
matter on the Glandula Pituitaria. ‘The Rete Mirabile, admirably 
woven of the Carotid and Cervical Arteries. I fhould-alfo before

The Ear is that by which we hear, the, outward part is framed 
of a Cartilage, covered with skin, full of foldings, and madé hol- 
low, with divers windings ; ’tis joyned to the Bone of the Tem- 
ples, hath a very fenfible Membrane, and behind it are fome 
Glandules,to which is fent from the Head fuperfluous moifture. Te 
receives Veilels from the external and internal Jugulars, and Caro- 
tid ; Nerves from the fecond pair of the Neck, and from the fixth 
pair of the Brain. Its hole reachethto the Drum. The inward 
part of the Ear hath four Cavities. 1. Adeatus Auditorius, whofe 
extremity is covered with a little {trong Membrane called the 
Drum. 2. Tympanum, 3. Labyrinthus. 4. Cochlea. Ia which are 
thele fimall Bones, as big in Children as Men. The Hammer, the 
Anvil, the Stirrop, and the Orbicular Bone. 

The Nofe in the middle of the Face, by which we finell.. ’Tis 
framed of Skin, Mufcles, Cartilages, Membranes, Veins, and Pa- 
pillary Proceffes. ‘The upper part is proper, bony, and unmove- 
able ; the lower is Cartilaginous and moveable, The acuminated 
part of both, is called Spina; the two Bunches out at theend, 
Globulws. Its fide-parts are called Wings ; that near the Lips the 
Pillar. The inner part hath two Cavities, the upper part divided 
by a Bone, the lower by a Cartilage ; the ingrefs incompafied 
with hairs, is termed Vibrofa ; its Veins are from the Jugulars,<Ar- 
eries from Carotw, Nerves from the third pair ; «within are Spon- 
zy Procefies of Fleth of a reddifh Colour, wherewith the {pongy 
Bone of the Nofe is filled. The Nofe conveys Air to the Brain 
and Lungs. 

The Mcuth is part of the Face, with which we eatf tafte, and 
fpeak : its parts are, firft, its Lips, which are two, Membranous; 
fecondly, the Cheeks, the moft loofe parts are in Men hairy, in 
Women not. Below the Lips is the Chin. 

The inward parts of the Mouth are,. firft, the Teeth, being chief 
ly for chewing and to form the Speech. Of all Bones the hardeft. 
Within their hollows’ are -Veins, Arteries, and Nerves, to one

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) them with Senfé; they are two rows, being in Men for moft: pare 
| 32, in Women 28. Four are called Cutters, two Eye-Teeth, all 
the reft Grinders. After the thirtieth , fortieth and eightieth 
year, there oft come forth with pain, two Teeth, in» the farcheft 
part of the Jaws; which fome call the Teeth of Wifdom or Man- 
ners.

Veflels it hath two Veins, from the Jugulars, called Renmz ; two 
Arteries from the temporals ; two great Nerves from the feventh 
pair ; as alfo many little ones from the fourth and fifth, for tafte 
and motion.

Thofe without from the fpinal Marrow, are thirty pair ( fome 
fay more ) feven of which come from the N ck-Vertebra, twelve 
from the Back-Vertebre, five from the LoynsVertebre, and fix from 
Os Sacrum. "The eighth pair within, are firft the Syelling, the 
which adheres to the Mammillary procefles.

The right external Branch Having fent:fome Branches to the 
Mautcles of the Breaft, frames. the right recurrent Nerve: this 
contributes to the Voice, as alfo to the feeling in the Pleura, the.

Stomach. The /e/t external Branch frames the left recurrent N efve, 
which goes to the fame part as we have writ the right doth; be- 
ing brought to the Orifice of the Stomach, ’tis joyned to the righe 
recurrent, and {0 goes to the lower Orifice of the Stomach,. and 
to the lower parts of the Liver. 

The, right internal Branch fends Branches to each intercoftal 
Mafcle; and having perforated the Diaphragma, farnifheth all the 
parts of the lower Belly with a Nerve, ending about the Os Sa- 
crum.

The fifth wich the 
Branches of the other, viz, the fourth and fixth, fends to the Mid- 
riff, to the Mufcles bowing the Head, thofé of the Shoulder-blade 
Bone, Arm and Skin there.

wardly along the Ribs. The ||| 
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The Nerves of the Loins are each four or five Anterior and Po- 
fterior Branches: which are {pent partly on the Loyn-Mufcles and 
ypogaftriam, partly on the Legs. ‘Thofe Loyn-Nerves are mixed 
with the Coftals, which are {prigs of the fixth pair of the Head. 
For thofe of Os Sacrum, which are fix pair, the firft pair hath two 
Branches, as thofe of the Loyns, wiz. Anterior, éc. But the reft 
before they come out, are doubled. on ‘each fide, one paflech for- 


ward and another backward; the uppermoft three going to the 


Legs, the lower pafs to the Mufcles of Anas, and Bladder; the 
laft being fometimes fie pari, and otherwhiles mated, {pends it felf 
onthe Skin between the Buttocks, vas, and certain Mutcles of 
the ‘Thigh. 

Note, 1. Thar well-nigh all the Nerves that go to the whole Legs, 
Feet, &c. do arife from the greateft Crural Nerves. 

2. That all the Nerves of the Spima are framed of feveral fila- 
ments twilted together, and covered with a thin Membrane, but 
coming out of their holes are compaffed with a thick and firm 
fubftance, that the Fibres cannot be feparated. 

13. That'the Nerves come not out of that hole directly oppofite 
to their beginning , but out of the lower; and when pafled 
through it, do not prefently enter the Rib next, but into the low- 
er, which having touched, they divide, turning the lefler fprig 
towards the Spina, and the greater towards the forepart. 

4. That all the Nerves, efpecially thefixth pair of the Head, do 
convey the Nutritive Juice (or rather the Nervous Juice,fome fay) 
from the:Mefentery-Glandules of the Loyns, and Thymus, to the 


‘Brain and {pinal Marrow, whence ’tis imparted by the Nerves to 


the parts of the Body for nutriment. 

The Motion of the Juice, is by internals, flow and gentle to the 
Brain in Sleep, and to. the Members after Sleep, ( it feems taking 
a’Nap -firft. ) The caufe of the motion is the Midriff, Brain, and 
Nerves themfelves. 

The reft of the Glandules of the Body do ferve either. for Ex- 
cretion, as thofe of the Tefticles, Proffates, Veficule Seminales, Paps 
in Women, and thofe under the Tongue; or for. reduction, as 
Glandule Renales thofe near the Fundament; thofe adjacent to 
the Gullet ; the Parots, Axillary, Inguinal Glandules, gc. which fee 
in their places.

The Bones of the Metatarfus are five, knit to the, Bones of 
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Ligament broad and ftrong, from the lower Bone of the Heel. 
Here, as alfo in the Hand, are obferved the Offa Sefamoidsa, which 
are always placed between the fuli-grown Joynts, partly that they 
may ftrengthen the Joynts, and partly that they may defend the 
tender Joints; they are round and a little tat; lefs in the Foor 
than in the Hand, unlefs that of the great Toe. Ulually they are 
in each Hand and Foor twelve; yet their number is uncertain, ne- 
ver any in Children. Two alfo are found in the Ham, about the 
beginning of the two firft Mufcles; they are found in the 
Wrift, after-wrilt, Tarfus, and Metatarfus 5 they defend the Ten- 
dons, and fill up empty places... Thefe things performed by 
thefe Seed-Bones, the Hand doth thereby lay firmer and fafter 
hold, and the Feet ftand more firmly, and go better in rough 
round. 

F To conclude, the Bones are, 1. A ftay tothe Body. 2. To- 
gether with the Flefh, give it its fhape. 3. Help Motion; and 
4. Defend feveral parts. 

That the Bones may be well known, Skeletons are needful: 
Thofe whofe Bones are fixed with their proper Ligaments, Car- 
tilages, and Tendons, are better than thofe knit together with 
Wires. Yet Bones loofe are more ufeful than thole wired to- 

ether. 
: To prepare the Bones for either, take the Bones one from another; 
cleanfe the Flefh off ; after caft them into a Jarge Kettle or Cal- 
dron, ( except the Breaft-Bone, Os Hyoides & Coccyx ) which fill 
with {calding-Water to cover them, boyling them four or five 
hours; keeping them all covered all over, ever and anon ta- 
king off the Scum and Fat. The more large Bones, that are full 
of Marrow, make holes in their Heads with an Awl; throw a- 
way the firft Water, and boyl them in another Water, for the 
drawing out of all the Marrow; then take them out whilft the 
Water is hot, and ferape and cleanfe them with a {mall Knife; - 
only beware you {crape not off the Epiphy/is and Griftles. After 
put them into boyling Water for an hour, after that into cold 
Water ; and take them out, wiping and rubbing them well witha 
edarfe-Cloth, The Bones thus prepared, either lay them in the 
open’ Air for two or three Months to grow white ; or put them in 
a Wooden Cafe, bored full of holes, and lay them under a Mul- 


ftream for ten or twelve days. 
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Thus prepared and dried, either put them in a Cheft (thefe ferve 
beft for Inftruétion ) Or faften them together with Wire ( which 
depends on the induftry of the Artift, or by the imitation of .ano- 
ther Skeleton.) :and fo placed inva Cafe; which is more for Ofteu- 
tation ; both would do well. 

But for further and faller inftruGion in Anatomy, ‘read over an 
excellent Epitome done by a worthy Fellow of the College of 
the Phyficians at London, in which you have comprehended the 
moit of what’s now in all Modern Anatomifts.

Its principal ‘differences and molt confiderable are three, 
the 1. Great or Small. Great, when the Artery. is much enlare’d, 
as well from the great and ample rarefaction of the Blood,.as from 
the foftnefs of the Artery: the Small contrary. 2. Strong, when 
the Artery felt, bears up ftrongly from abundance of Animal Spi- 
rits dilating the Mufculous Parenchyma of the] eart, and {trong- 
ly drawing it: the weak oft follows the defe& of the Animal Spi- 
rits in the whole Body, efpecially in the Heart it felf. 3. Frequent, 
when it beats oftner in the fame time than it deth at other times ; 
from abundance of rarefied Blood, or hardnefS of the Arteries, {el- 
domi contrary : that’s term’d moderate, that falls between the for- 
mer extreams. A great, frequent, and equal Pulfe is ufually heal- 
thy in any Difeafe, it fhowing the faculty ftrong : an unconftant, 
unequal and languid Pulfe, thews ill, fo a fof and frequent Paulfe ; 
a foft and mutilated one, is deadly. “An Intermittent and Intermident, 
if equally fo, is pernicious; if unequally fo, they may, efcape::. ’tis

Pulfe be very little and formicant, death is near: in a Pulfe too 
much ftirr’d and violent,forbear purging and vomiting ; alfo when 
too low and depreft, in languid Pulfes, forbear Cordials or Narcc-

ticular, Difeafes is call’d’ Pra@ice, which is nothing elfé but the 
Practice of the General Method on all forts of Difeafes, for which 
See Particular Practice ) II. Shews the Materials neceflary to fatisfie 
thofe Rules. By the firft, Indications are found to. reftore health ; 
by the fecond we come to change.the vitious habit of the Body to 
its Natural temperament, ewhich i8 to be done /afely, not ufing 
hurtful Medicines, but fuch asmay remove the Caufe of the Di- 


\teale ; quickly, by obferving all occafions of Curing ; and plealant- 


ly,by Medicines that are well prepared, and are grateful to the Nofe 
and Mouth. Indication is the apprehenfion of things helping, with 
things hurting ; which together with things Indicating, cometh 
without any experience, or ratiocination, taken in a general. fenfe. 
This is divided into four Parts; I. That which concerns, either 
prefervation, which regards Natural things, pelery'd by the like; 
or Curative, refpe&ing Preternatural things, taking them away by 
congraries. II, Indteation generical, which the common general 
Nature of the Indication doth. afford. Subalternate, which the: 
fubalternate Nature of the Indicating fuggetts. Specifick, which 
the particular nature.of the thing Indicating fhews: An example 
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.OF all which may be taken from all Difafes. ¢. g. Ina Cold di-

Urins in a Fever that are thick, full of Humors and little, if after 
they void them thin and in good quantity; "tis helpful but thofe chiefly 
are fuch, which have a Sediment at the. beginning or prefently after. 

By thick Urins, underftand fuch as. are very. crafs, or are always 
troubled or muddy; By grumous, fuch as have many clods or 
Jumps in them, fuch are made at the beginning , © proceeding 
from Phiegm; for thicknefs is from multitude of thick Humors, 
Jumps from much Phlegm dry’d up.by the heat of the Liver. Thefe 
Urins then are made in little quantity, becaufe Nature is- then em- 
ploy’d to retain it; but when the Humor is concocted, the Urin 
appears thinner , or that perturbation ceafing, it comes forth in 
ereater quantity , and by how much. the more plentifully it is eva- 
cuated, by fomuchthe moreithelps. By thin Urinis meant, not 
that which is fo indeed, but that whofe muddy Diftemper is taken 
away by conco¢tion. 

Thofe who have their Urin troubled or unclean in Agues, fuch as are 
the Waters of Cattle, have, or {hall have Head-aches. 

Such Urins oft-appear in Peftilential Fevers, they fhew porturba- 
tion in the Veins from Wind and abundance of crude Humors, 
which are éafily fent to the Head with the heat, and fo fill the Head. 

Thofe thar have hopes of an abfce/s to come in the Foints, much Urin, 
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thick: and white, delivers them from the fear thereof; fuch are wontito

In ob{erving the figns of Concoction, take along with you the ve- 
hemency of Symptoms, that you may make the more certain Pro-

fhews the Antecedentsand Confequent of a Criiis. 

Acute Difeafes ave judged in fourtecn days, 

The fourteenth is the end of the fecond week, when they change 
either to Life or Death, to better or worfe, fuch are caufed of 


‘thin and hot Humors. 


The fourth isthe Index of the feventh, thé eighth is the beginning of 
the fecond feventh ; alfo the eleventh is to be confidered, for it 1s the fourth 
day of the fecond week. And again, the feventh is to be obferved, be- 
caufe °tis the fourth from the fourteenth, and the feveuth from the 
eleventh. 

The third of the principal days is the twentieth, which is the 
feventh from the fourteenth, the fourteenth being here numbred ; 
for ’tis the laft of the fecond week, and the firft of the third, as 
this -Aphor ifm informs us; only fome part of the Crifis may take 
up fome part: of the one and twentieth day. 

We ought not to be too confident if an acute Difeafe flacken without 


any reafon, neither much fear thofe Difeafes which happen without reafon ; 


for. moft part of them are uncertain, and do not ufually laft tong, 
For if it flacken-without reafon, it threatens a Relapfe ; and if it 


come without reafon, ’tis not much to be fear’d; for it will fall, 
having no good foundation. T¢ 
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To be ones felf, and well difpofed to thing: offered, 1s good but the ccn- 
trary is bad, 

Becauie the natural Faculty, and its fubfervient parts, efpecially 
the Ventricle, is well difpofed, or ina pretty good plight. 

Difeajes in Children do for the moft part attain to their Crifis, fome 
in: forty, fome in oe months, fome- in feven years, fome when they 
come to ripe age; but thofe which {hall continue longer, and fhall not be 
diffolv’d 1 LMen-Children, when they come to about fourteen years, or 
fifteen ; and in Girls, when their Courfes break Jorth, ufe to laft a long 
time ; wut tas otherwife in thofe elder. 

’ Tis to, be underftood of thefe New-Born, thofe that tooth, and 
fuch Difeafes that come not from Diet, or faults of the Belly.” Thofe 


after forty days are Fevers, Cough, Inilammation of the Navel. 
Thofe of feven months are unequal Quartans, Diarrhea’s, pains 
of the Teeth. Thofe of feven years, Epilepfies ; of ripe age, ill 
colour. In Girls, Epilepfies, if they diflolve not, then they endure 
to the end of Life. 

If a fick per for’'s Eyes in Fevers or other Difeafes drop Tears vol 
1 not abfurd; but if not voluntarily, *tis abfurd, 

Thofe are call’d voluntary, which proceed from manifeft- and ex- 
ternal Caufes, as fadnef, grief, and fomctiines joy, which are not 
dangerous: but involuntary ones, are either ‘caufed by the Inflam- 
Mation of the Eyes, or fharp defluxions; and thefe are aifo out of 
danger: or they proceed from a critical perturbation, and do 
chielly prefage a Crifis from flux of Blood, which alfo threaten no 
danger; and thefe are known by pre ction, a 
abfence of bad Symptoms: Or lattly, They arife from refolution 
of the retentive Faculty, which is in the corner and other parts of 
the Eye, and thefeare naught, and diitinguifhed from the reft by 
the cavity and extenuation of the Eyes, and other $ yMptoms which 
neceflarily accompany them.

Riverins tells us of oneaged 60, that had a pituitous Pertpzeumonia, 
known. by his. Cough, difficult breathing, Fever, pain under his 
right fhoulder,, ‘and rednefs of Cheeks, having vomited a great 
guantity of Phlegm, by which it appeared there was great plen- 
ty: a Clyfter was given, which gave three or four ftools; he was 
let Blood the next day once: after was givenan infuf. of Xhexbarb, 
with A4amna, and /yrup of Rofes; which wrought yery well the 
fourth day: the fifth day he was free from his Fever ard other 
{ymptoms. fh. | 

Hence it appears that purging in an Inflammation of the Lungs 
is good, though for the mo{t part itis pernitious to purge before 
the feventh day. 

Zacutus, after all mans ufed, and fruitlefs, cured a Phrenfie, by 
applying Cups with {carifications, to the fore-part of the Head. 

He cured another, with thrufting up into the Noftrils a Quill, cut 
like a Star, and turning round: Lib.

CHAP. II. 
Confumption, &e. 


Pr is a. waiting of the Nutritive Juice; but almoft all no- 
ted Authors define it to be an Ulcer of the Lungs, joined with 
an Hettick. “Tis true, the Pus infecting the Blood, makes it 
unfit to nourifh, and thence the Body waftes, as appears in’ an 
Empyema. 3 

Part affected is properly the Lungs; it is true, the Stomach, 


- Pancreas and Jacteal Glandules of the Mefentery being ill affected, 


may daily increafe and renderit worfe. 

Caufes are {aid to be, Firft, the Stomachs ill digeftion of the 
Chyme. Secondly, The Pancreatick Juice mix’d with Bile. Hence, 
Thirdly, Fhe Chyle being ill tranfcolated. through the ~ Lactead 
Glandules of the Mefentery, it becomes, crafs.. Hence, Fourthly, 
The crafs part of the Chyle fticking in thofe Glandules, becomes 
hard; and fo only the thinner part comes to the Heat by the 
Breaft-paflage. In the Juterim, {mall veficles, as round, fo hol- 
low in the Lungs (new found by A4zlpighius) by order of the 
Bloods Circulation, are fill’d with Lympha, which being there 
made crafler, caufes fhortnefs of breathing, and cough; the Va- 
pors afcent intermitting’ by ftraitnefs: So if by this a Phthifis 
be procured, the Ulcer of the Lungs as its caufe, is not admitted, 
unlefs after a long time that it come to.an Jvpofthume, or there 
be an Empyrma, for by diflection, the contrary is faidto be found 
in thofe that have. died; yet hath-it been foand by others: 


for oft the Caufe may bea Sal Catarrh. fo alfo by a Tvberele | 
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begot in the Lungs, and breaking, a Phrlifis may be generated, and 
the Cough mayas well be caufed from the acridnefs of the Humors 
biting and corroding as thofe crafs; as appears in that the fharp- 
nefs may be temperated cum Pil. de Cynoglof. Land. opiat. Ge. by 
which the Humors more thickned, the Cough may ceaie. . 
Differ. Are three. 1.°That which comes from-the thick Lymph 
ofthe Lacteal Glandules of the Mefentery, being ftuffed therewith, 
others fay thick Phlegm, Gc. and.ends in loofnef$; but this is ra- 
ther call’d Atrophy. 2. 1s that from Blood, and in it ‘the ferous 
J , that’s acrid, which ftirs up continual cough whilft it cir- 
» through the Lungs, with the Nutritive Juice, to the Heart. 
3+ As that which the Antients call’d the Ulcer of the Lungs, which 
proceeds from crafs Phlegm, or rather that Salt which being col- 
lected and compacted in the Lungs fuppurates, and fo produceth 
an Ulcer. ‘There are various other ways, by which Ulcers of the 
Lungs may happen, as from Goxorrhaa, too much ufe of Venery ; 
from Fluxions into the Marrow ; or it may be hereditary , or from 
its proper Fault, and acquired by diet. In this laft the Spittle is 
{aid to be firft white and light, after more thick; then hath it 
with it fomeftink, and fo is putrid: and here as the Lympha of- 


fends in quality or quantity, it may be obferv’d whether it be from 


an Apofbeme of the Lungs, or Empyema. | 

Signs threatning a Phthifis are falt Phlegm; diftilling from th 
Head tothe Lungs, and fo caufing a Cough, though gentle: the 
Spittle is bitter and fometimes thin; The ill Conformation of the 
Breaft, @c. When beginning, there’s inflation of the Stomach, 
and tumor of the whole Belly; heavinefs, fometimes beating of 
the Heart, dry Cough, dejection of appetite, leannefs, continu- 
al feverifhnels. Jf confirmd and be of the Lungs, the appetite is 
greater, but wandering, coming fromthe increafe ‘of the Fever,, 
which isthen not only continual, but hath its fits, hence called a. 
double continual Jertian, continual Cough; very difficult breath- 
ing, wafting, the Skin dry and black, Spittle green, thick, ‘of Va- 
rious colours 5. which. caft into pure warm water , finks to the: 
bottom, and_is therein diflolved, and putting on burning Coals, 
ftinks.. 

_ Prog. That in Infants, yea in Adults, in the beginning: is eafily 
cured, if you heve more refpect to the Belly-than lnings; efpe- 
cially alfo to fhar'p falt. Catarrhs, which falling into the Lungs, daily 
mmereafe the ul, If confirmed, °us almoft always incurable; yet 

ie there: 
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there may-be fome hope if ftrength continue, (if not hereditary ) 
If fpittle be white and equal, of one colour, and eafily fpit up, and 
the Catarrh be diverted ; and hence the Fever leflens, Appetite 
mcreafed, thirft is abfent, and the: Belly is naturally open, and 
the Breaft be broad and hairy: But if the Spittle have an ill fell, 
the Hair fall, ‘or a Flux of the Belly fupervene, or Spittle be fup- 
prefled, or an Hippocratick Face appears, Death is near.

Cure is eafily. underftood by the Indications: this may be added, 
that all temperate Acids are moft happily ufed as the prefcripts 
fhew, but {weet Acids, not temperate, fhun; for by themthe fick 
finds little advantage. 
 Medicaments are thofe called Thoracicks. The Decott. of Lign. 
Guaiac. corrected with Red Sanders and Currance is good,- water 
of Swines Blood diftilled, the Decoét. of Red Coleworts, Laud. 
opiat, asit ftays Catarrhs, and temperates their Acrimony, ‘and of 
the Humors: but it muit be fparinely ufed. ‘The Tinéture drawn 
from the Balfam of Sulphur, with Spir. Vir. greatly rectified, and 
again gently diftill’d, to the confiftence of Hony, or fo evaporated, 
is above all praifed in a Phthifis; yet tis to be obferved that Sul- 
phur isnot always fit. Therefore Sexmertus in his Inftitutions faith 
well, That Lae Sulphuris, efpecially of it felf is not to be given, 
nor yet in great quantity, yet it may be taken with moifteners ; 
efpecially the.Decoct. of China with Curranceand Liquorifi; for

CHAP. Ill. 
Of Fevers. 


‘Epiishe are varioufly defined. Somme fay tis an over-frequent Pulfe, 
N..N. but with this muft be adjoined other things, as fome 
approaching trouble of the Body, or notable pain, and fo the weak- 
ning of fome natural function. Others, that it isa Preternatural 
increafe of the Bloods Circulation throngh the Lungs, Heart, Brain, 
and all the parts of the Body hurting the fundtions : Orhers, That 
it is a hot Diftemper of the whole Body arifing from Preterna- 
tural heat kindled in the Heart, and diffufed with the Spirits and 
Blood, through the Veins and Arteries, into the whole Body: Of 
others, a more frequent effervefcency of the Blood. The caufe 
of the too -preternatural frequency of the Palfe, is either a perma- 
nent and over-rarefaction of the Blood or any thing that’s fharp, 
being fometimes fowre, or lixivial Salt, or briny Salt carried to 
the Heart, and there internally gnawing the fubftance of the Heart, 
or any Vapour focarried to the Heart, @c. Parts affeéted are the 
Stomach, Guts, Dvzodenum, Liver, Pancreas, Mefentery, Glandules, 
and fometimes the Joints, Ce. 

Cauje of contiuual Fevers, isBile or Lympha (in which are com- 
prehended the Pancreatick Juice and fpittle) or both vitious, and 
raifing fuch an effervency in the Hearts right ventricle,“ whence the 
Palfe is continually produced: more frequent. The caufé of all. ix- 
termitting. Fevers is the: Juice of the Pancreas, in fome part of it 
ftanding ftillin one or more of the fide-paflages of it, obftruéted 
and made {harper by its {tay there, and piercing through the Phlegm, 
more or lefs vifcous, the caufe of the noted Obftruction, 4 way 
being prepared by force by that fowre Acrimony, and poured out 
into the, finall gut, and there raifing a) vitious efferveicency with 
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Bile and Phlegm,; producing different colds in the beginning of 


the Fits. : 

Fernel. affirms, That gentle and wandring Fevers, are moft oft 
lurking in the Pancreas. Others fay, the Jnterval Caufe-is thought 
chiefly to be, That after the Stomach hath not well concogted the 


Aliment, the Pancreatick Juice being too fharp, not mixing it felf. 


well with the Bile and the Chyle,the Bile preternaturally regurgitates 


through the Cava tothe Heart, and whole Body. Inthe interim, 


the thick Lympha lying in the Pancreas, it ill performs its office, 
hence are all intermitting Fevers. 


External Caufes are contufion, cold of the external parts (heat of 


the Air, whether Natural or Artificial, as in Ephemera’s, as alfo all 
NV, NN. taken) by which the Circulation of the Blood and Lympha 
are impeded. If what hath been writ briefly be ferioufly attended, 
perhaps there may be found all that hath been writ of this Difeafe 
in many Volumes as to the Caufes. Differences are many, whe- 
ther continual, or intermitting be refpected.; whether taken from 
the Caufes or Symptoms of both, which fo far as is needful, may 
be reckoned after. Some deny that there. are any fuch Fevers as: 
Quoticians, but Authority and daily experience proves the contra- 
ry; though they aver, that double Tertians, and treble Quartans 
are taken for Quotidians. | 

Sign. The Pulfe is always preternaturally quick, very oft op- 
prefled: pain of the Head is either pricking or heavy, alfo beat-- 
ing, as in Ephemera, from Heat, Air; Sun, Cc. yea, diftending, 
gnawing, and as if bored, asin burning Fevers, as well continual 
as intermitting. ‘The fick is overwhelmed with Anxiety of the Heart, 
or rather of the upper Orifice of the Stomach, called Cardialgia. 
Sometimes there’s fhivering or fhaking (efpecially about the Regi-- 
on of the Loins, where there's very oft intolerable pains) fome- 
times not. Many Vomit in the beginning, after which they are 
reftlefs, andthen fweat, and fo it ends for that time; If intermit-. 


tents, as well fimple as double Tertians, as alfo Quartans. 


Progn. Continual and Acute Fevers are not fafe, for there® 
oft-times fomewhat prefent we know not of, as Maiignity, ec. 
whence many condemn /. S. in continuals, yea, alfo in intermit- 
tents, which vehemently afflict, even the Tertian, which is fuppo- 
fed.the moft fecure, if only intermitting. Quartans called the 
Phyficians fhame, may be cured, if the fick will obferve an exact 
dict. A double Tertian, there’s danger in it, and many, if not

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rently handled, are removed thereby. A fimple exquifite Tertian 
is ealily cured, it ending the feventh fit at fartheft. Aippoc. Aphor. 
59. Sect. 4, &c. 

Indicat. There’s greater regard to be had of the Stomach, Pan- 
creatick Juice, Liver, and Mefentery Glandules, than of the Heart 
er Brain; the Limbs are not to be neglected, tis neceflary they 
fhould be heated. The acrid Bile isto be temperated, the more 
erafs, which oft happens, 1s to be incided. The abundance of Hu- 
mors, in thofe more tender, are gently to be evacuated.

Some have grven Purges in Intermittents on the Fit. day, although 
there have not appeared certain Signs of concoction in the Urin,, 
four or five hours before the Fit come with good fuccefs.. Others 
before the Fit a little, and init with good event; but ufually in 
Tertians, purge after the third or fourth Fit... In Quotidians later,, 
in Quartans very late; fcarce before the thirtieth day, on tlie in- 
termitting days.

“YW_TAving already treated of Fevers continual and intermitting, as 
alfo their Caufes, ’tis neceflary that fomething be writ of their 
Symptoms, which if grievous, do many times remove Patients, as 
foon as the Diftafe it felf: and herein may be had this advantage, 
that the Remedies fit to remove or diminifh any Symptom, amend, 
which thofe Symptoms immediately depend. Thofe that attend 
continual Fevers are, | 
I. Burning Fever, {0 called from its exceeding heat; which doth 
not only accompany thofe called Syoche, or containing-Fevers, 
which continue without a fit to their laft, or compleat cealing, But 
Synecheis, or Continuals, which have feveral Fits, though they con- 


_ tinue to the end, either daily, orevery third or fourth day, which 


therefore may) be called Quotidian Continuals, @c. being com- 
pounded of Continual and Intermittents concutring. Now thefe 
Burning Fevers are always attended with a dry thirft, {carce quench- 
able. This is caufed from Bile primarily, and peccant not only in 
a falt Acrimony, but alfo an inflammable OylinefS: hence the 
Pulfe is very great and over-frequent ; together with troublefome 
watching, and obftinate thirlt,

Mongft thefe we fhall find fome fuch as: are before, as to 

which we fhall be brief: You have been minded before, that 

the Caufe of Intermitting Fevers, as intermitting, is from the Pan- 

creatick Juice, obftructed and ftanding {till in its lateral paflages.: 

Our work is now to deduce all the Symptoms in thefe Fevers, 

though very different, if notable, both from the fame, and alfo. 
from-other Humors joyned with it; beginning 


I. With Coldnefs or €hilnefs that attends them. Its Canfe is. 


the over-acid Pancreatick Juice, which having pierced through the 
obitructing Phlegm, forthwith combates with the Bile it meets 
with in the fmall Guts, andforaifeth an effervefcency with it fharp- 
er than ufual., which varies according to the variety of the PAlegm, 
alfo adjoyning: and fo long as that acid Juice by the help of 
Phlegm, over-powers Bile, it produceth a Coldnefs, and that vari- 
ous: For where there’s a2 Conflux of the forefaid Humors in the 
{mall Guts, the forefaid Juice being more acid, and’ Phlegm not. 
very: vifcous, it afflicts the Guts, and efpecially the Loins with ve- 
hement.coldnefs.. But ifthe Phlegm and Spittle be very. viftous, and: 


fo hinder the piercing of the Juice, there’s little or no coldnefs felts. - 


and that: fometimes in the middle of the Belly, 7 e. about the end of. 
the {mall Guts, and-fometimes only in the extreamr partsof the Body. 
Ff the. Head abound witha Phlegmatick Humor, and with it be joyned 
either theacid Juice or itsVapor,then cold infefts the inner part ofthe 
Head, and withal there’s alfo a Catarrh attending. Ifthe Vapors be 
| more 
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more gentle, and by mixture with Phlegm in the Guts, become more 
flatulent and pafs to the Lungs; there are in the beginning of the 
Fits raifed yawning, gaping unqnietnefs, and wearinefs of the Limbs ; 


it being difperfed alfo through the habit ofthe Body. The Vapors 
Jefs mixed with Phlegm, but different in degrees ot fharpnefS, do: 


produce fometimes a fhivering and fometimes a ftiffnefs. Thefe Va- 
pors more fharp breed gnawing, pricking, and fo griping pain in 
the Belly ; but if much Phlegm be mixt, there’s bred more weighty 
and beating pain. 
eaufe the Pulfe in the beginning of the Fit to be more frequent, 
which by degrees grows lefler when cold increafeth, by reafon of 
the increafed acidity ; and hereby comes want of all Animal Motion.

‘To Cure that 
Hunger which threatens fainting, ufe fuch things as potently deftroy 
and concentrate the fharp Humors 5 which are oc.Cancr.€ oral. Perlar. 
Creta, &c. only reduc’d to pouder, and given in fit mixtures, or 
alone, or in Wine, Beer, or Broths to the quantity of a few grains, 
till hunger is obferv’d to diminifh. 

VI. Heart-ach Fever is caufed by the Pancreatick Juice getting 
a corroding quality, chiefly when Bile is alfo fharp, and their con- 
curring makes a potent effervefcency, whence fharp vapors rife to 
the Stomachs upper Orifice, and fharply bite and gnaw it. *Tis 
cured by Opiats which may be added to feveral Medicines according 
to the diverfity of other Symptoms, becaufe they mitigate and 
a{lwage both kinds of fharpnefs, whence the pain of the Ventricle 
arifeth, “But they muft be taken oft and in littlé quantity, until 
the Pain be cured or leffened.

CHAP. VI. 
Of Malign Fevers, and the Peft. 


“y ‘Hefe are thought only to differ in degree, and therefore may 

be cured both with the fame Method and Medicines. But 
‘without.doubt, as there are Pefts without Fever, fo there are fome 
Malign Fevers without the Plagne: at the leaft more efcape than 
dye in the firft, contrary in the Peft. Malign Fevers, their caufe 
may be found out; the caufes of the Peft, or rather its Nature, we 
cannot comprehend, being a punifhment from God, whofe ways 
are paft finding out: In both there’s a fudden and unexpected 
cafting down the ftrength of the whole Body, though in the one 
more than in the other. . Fevers take the name Adslign, as oft 
as the, ftrength of the fick is fuddenly and unexpeétedly dejected, 
or far more grievous Symptoms occur, than-are wont to be ob- 
ferved in fuch a like Difeafe. This dejection of the vital ftrength 
is difcerned by the Pulfe, even from its beginning too weak, or 
fuddenly much weéakned, and by unexpeéted death overwhelm- 


ing the fick. “They are either Epidemical, raging among many at - 


the fame time, having a common caufe, as the air, vitiated food; 
or private affecting this or that Man only, and that for a fingu- 
Jar caufe, and then for the moft part known by the name of Poy- 
fon, Again, they are either, contagious, infecting others, or not 
at all, not harming the by-flanders, Again, they are cither more 
Acute, tending to an.end in few days,-or longer, during, a long- 
er time. ptisady 

Canes, fome think, are either the difpofition or. plenty of Hu- 
mors, or rather, as others, commonly a fharp Volatil Salt, which: 
weaken:the fomewhat fowre liquer of the Glandules, and makeip 
Rugeihand of little force. \Whence,the natural confiftencys ofthe 


_ Blooc.is diminithed,..and often the feparation of the Animal Spirits

riac, Diafcord. &c. yea, to correét this Salt, mild and-oily Volatil - 


Salts conduce, ‘as moderating and aflwaging its hurtful Acrimony. 
Suaorificks are excellent ,. Malign Fevers having been oft happily 
cured by. them. Thefe arenot only fimple, but compounds; as A%j- 
thrid.

They 
muf{t perfift for fome time in the moderate ufe of fowre thingsa 
little harfh, mixt with drink, whereby the former confiftency 
may be reftored to the Blood by degrees; therefore Verjuice, 
Pomigranates, Quinces, Oranges, Berberries, Cc. profit much: but 
of the Cure, or of this Volatil fharp Salt, more is to be faid in 
‘the. Peft. 

The Plague is a contagious Difeafe of the Heart, bred ofa veno- 
mous and contagious Matter, fuddenly and mortally afflicting ; as 
the actions of the Heart with an heap of all kind of Symptonis 
make appear. 

Caufes are faid to be either Internal or External; but if either, 
there's therein a power of diflolving the Natural confiftency of 
theBlood, anda depriving of the whole Body of its ftrength. A 
courfe of bad Diet ufed a long time, may by degrees aflume to 
eli a Malign quality, and fo furprize fuddenly, and remove 
life. 

The “ir may be feveral ways corrupted, which received in, may 
vitiate the Blood : It may bé by corriipt waters, Carcafes either 
not, or fhallowly interr’?d. The South Wind hath infected : Straw, 
Garments, Beds, and other Furniture, ¢c. may ftrangely, yea af 
ter long time impart their Malignity : but all thefe only inform us of 
the means by which.the, contagion is. convey’d; but what itis, and 
wherein the-nature ofiit properly doth confift, no one hath in- 
dubioufly aflerted : though fome fuppofe ’tis that fharp Volatil 
Salt’ mentioned) before in Malign Fevers heightned much, that may 
be the.

Confider, the Peft is deceitful, flattering moit where 
it intends greateft mifchief. A Bubo is lefs dangerous than a Car- 
buncle,, and it, than the Spots, which feldom portend lefs than 
Death wherefoever they are. Buboes, except in the Groin, are 
more dangerous.. A blue circle incompafling a Bubo, the fecond 
day after itsappearance, is a fignof death. If they fuddenly dif- 
appear, they are dangerous;, unlefs the Malign Humor be fent to 
fome other part, as hath been obferved.. After the difappearing 
ef a Bubo in the Groin, there hath appeared a Gangreen of the 
Foot onthe fame fide, and fo they have efcaped. Though Carbun- 
cles on Hands. and Feet be thought lefs dangerous, yet their light- 
ing among many Nerves and Tendons, is more to be fear’d, thair 
in thofe parts cover’d better with flefh. A Carbuncle rifing after 
a Bubo is Death. If either appear before the Fever,. there's lefs 
danger than if they follow ata diftance and arife flowly. Ifa Cup- 
ping-Glafs apply’d raife no Blifter, the condition is defperate ; fo 
‘tis a fign of death, if after Cauterifing or Cupping, the Carbuncle 
abates not in 12, or 24 hours: as alfo it there be not moifture pro- 
ceeding from it.

. ATUR.AL Hunger, which is an Appetite-of Meats, iis 
, chiefly canfed by the remainders of Food fermented jn 
the Stomach, raifing afowre and grateful Vapor from it, 
and the fpittle, which pleafingly affects: the upper Orifice thereof, 
-and fo) produces hunger; when hunger is 'vitiated, ‘tis faid to be en- 
creafed , dimtAfhed , abolifhed ,. and in various ‘manners depraved. 
The firit-is chiefly intended here, by fome faid: to be an‘encreafé of 
the Stomach’s Fermentation ; by others, a continual and infatiable 
defire of devouring 5 afflicting fometimes with Vomiting’, fome- 
times with loofnefs. Parts affected, are the Stoniach and’Panecreas ; 
as their Juices-and Halitus, with their fharpnefs, do by gnawing or 
pricking ftir up the Appetite. 

Caufes of Hunger twcreafid, is the over fowrenefs of the Pancre- 
atick Juice, abounding ; as alfo ofthe Glandules: this acid Juice is 
increafed in the whole Body by -Acid food, ‘or things feafon’d with 
Acids. “To Acid Liquors, cold Air, immederate Jong forrow, ve- 
Ahement.motion of the Body, long watching and CoftivenefS of Body 
may be added. Of Hunger dimimifhed, though it proceeds flowly, 
is the {pittle too vifcous and fat ; and-fo, -as unfit to _promote fer- 
mentation of Food and its remainders; fo it breeds Phlegm inthe 
{mall Guts like it, whereby the moderate Acidity of the Pancreatick 


Juice is dull’d, and at length all the Acidity in the Body becomes: 


-lcfs.fharp:and dull. Bile may, though feldomer, righter, and often 
fuddenly, the fame arifing from the imal] Guts to the Stomach, and 
corrupting the remainders of Food and fpittle, and proftrating the 
grateful Acidity by dulling the Appetite.

Caufes be very grievous, they will quite take away-and abolifh Hun- 

ger. Hunger depraved, and longing, commonly called Pica; in 

Women with Child Adalacia , is wont rarely to vex Men, but Wo- 

men more frequently ,.and chiefly, either before their Monthly 

Courfes, or when they are ftopt. Whence they become almoft ait- 
together Cachettick, or of il habit of Kody. In Picz, unwonted 

and unfit food is defired, or things that are not food; as Chalk,.. 
Coals, Afhes, Pitch, Clay, Turfs, ragged Linnen, @c. The caufe 

of this in Women is the fuppreflion of their Courfes; which ftand- 

ing about the Womb, and fo more or lefs corrupted, and after. 
mix’d with the whole mafs of Blood, and infecting it ;, ic being viti- 

ated and deprav’d, the Cachexy is produc’d. The fame deprava-. 
tion and corruption of the Blood and reft of the Humors, may be 

in Merrvas well as Womien, as oft as they are troubled with Longing :: 
as in like manner the fame Men may fuffer both the fenfe and Dif-- 
eafe of Suffocation, to Women more familiar, thought to arife- 
from the Womb; and therefore called an Urerin Difeafe; and is 

alfo cured by the fame Medicines as in Women 5, yet tis more fitly, 
called Hypochendriack, than Ayfterick, 

Differences are almoit none, but fuch as may be diftinguifhed by. 
degrees: If with vomiting or Diarrhea, *tis cali’d Dog-appetite : 
If without vomiting, Bulimos ; in which there’s fainting till they. 
eat, which fometimes follows preféntly after, and fometimes there’s- 
coldnefs of the extream parts. 

Signs. There’s great proncuefS to vomit, nothing to be caft up. 
but a little acid pituitous Humor : in others it happens coritrarily, . 
who after greedy devouring of meat, vomit it up, and caft out the 
reft by the Belly: neither doth this remit hunger, or greedy delire; 
but they {till follow one another :: they are vexed with belching and:

Vomiting 
is a Preternatural motion of the Stomach, or am inverfion thereof by.

confent: but the Stomach, Mefentery-Glandules ;,alfo the Paz-.

Where ’tis, feated there’s pain of the Head, fome- 
times-pricking, moft oft with heavinefs, ftraitnefs, and beating of 
the Heart; puffing up ofthe Stomach, efpecially after meat. After 
which there's Loathing, Itch of the Mouth, erolion of the Gums, 
with eflufion of Blood, loofnefs and blacknefs of the Teeth, breath- 
ing bad, yea fometimes very {tinking, much {pittihg, difte ntion of 
the Belly, efpecially the-left fide; and they cough fo fometimes, 
as though they: would be'choaked ; Vomit, are Feverith, would have 
their bad Appetite excited; Hiccough, Belching, Wind, Convulfi- 
on, ‘Trembling and Loofnefs of the Limbs, red or purple Spots 
difperfed., fometimes Black, Pulfe always unequal and weak, 
fometimes {trong and unequal.

Of Belly-Fluxes, as Dyfentery. 


A LoofneJs is amore quick, oft, and plentifuller expulfion of 
what’s contained in the Guts. Of this there are divers forts. 
If Food be voided crude, unchang’d, and as twas fwallowed ; “tis 
““Cccc 2 call’ 
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call’d Lientery. If the Food be fermentedin the Stomach, but not 
feparated in the Guts into Chyle and Excrements ; but thefe are 
pultis-like and whitifh,. fuch as thofe that have the Jaundice do 
oft void; it may be call’d one kind of Cehaca, or. the Jaundice- 
loofnef$. There’s another kind of ‘it, wherein the Chyle and Ex- 
crements, though feparated, yet are confufedly caft out together, 
which may be call’d a Chyle-loofnefs. When not Food. only, - but 
watrifh and bilious Humors are caft out, ’tis cal’d a Diarrhea, or 
Bilious loofnefs. But if Flegmatick Humors thick and -vifcous, . ‘tis 
eall’d a Phlegmarick Diarrhea. Vf little and ferous,, it may be nam’d 
aSerous looinefs.. lf fat and oily. Excrements are caft out, .it may 
be cali’d.an Unétuous loofnefS. If more-pure blood, 7tis call'd a 
Dyfentery; to which may: be referr’d the Flux of the Hemorrhoids. 
If like the wafhing of Flefh, “tis cali’d the Liver-Flux. lf matter 
and ‘purulent, or corrupted ftuff is caft out, itis call’d Purulent 
loofmefS : ? Tis: familiar to.a Dyfentery, to whichalfo a Jeme/mus 
is referr’d, and partly to aphlegmatick.dejeciion, which is a,per- 
petual endeavour to {itdown and void, with a little. mucous and 
purulent matter. Webegin withthe Dyfentry.* Parts. affected 
are both the fmall and great’ Guts: The Stomach is oft drawn in 
by-confent, and gives encouragement thereto.

ny beyond, asthe tenth or eleventh, yeathe twelfth or thirteenth, 
as fome fay they have obferved,: it may be faid, to come out of 
due time; the Monthsare to be Solar. For the due manner, "tis to 
come forth firft with the head, the face being towards Axmws, after 
the fhoulders, and then tht: whole Body, .after-which ‘comes the 
After-Birth.'
